This incidence, which is ba sed on 
public hea lth reports, would clea r­ 
ly indica te a n epidemic disca se 
which bega n in one pa rt of the 
country a nd sprea d gra dua lly by 
conta ct over the entire continent 
in the course of a bout four months. 
We must recognize it therefore a s 
a specia l epidemic disea se; a l­ 
though I a m m y self considera bly 
puzzled to know just how to ma ke 
the dia gnosis of a n influenza epi­ 
demic or pa ndemic. 
Influenza a ppea rs to be a 
disease 
which occurs in two forms. I ha d 
experience with the severe form 
which swept a ll over the world in 
19 17 a nd 19 18 a nd 19 19 . This wa s 
rea l influenza . The dea th ra te 
was 
very high. In between these sev ere 
world-wide epidemics, the epidemi­ 
ologists tell us influenza a ppea rs 
in a milder form, such a s the epi­ 
demic of la st winter, in which ex ­ 
cept for complica tions there wa s 
no dea th ra te a t a ll. 


Dia gnosis 
I still ha ve some doubts a s to 
whether the sort of epidemic we 
ha d la st winter or which we ma y 
ha ve a ga in this winter is influenza . 
So fa r a s I ca n see, the dia gnosis 
is ma de on the ba sis of the fa ct 
tha t a person ha s something tha t 
is too severe to be a ba d cold a nd 
not severe enough to be pneumonia . 
We a rc told tha t, in a ca refully

Complica tions 
developed in only a bout one per 
cent of the ca ses a nd usua lly con­ 
sisted in infections of the middle 
ea r. 
The trea tment of this form of in­ 
fluenza a t present is la rgely the re­ 
lief of sy mptoms. In other words, 
no specific serum ha s been used in 
spite of ma ny reports tha t the 
ca use of influenza ha s been dis­ 
covered a nd a n a nti-toxin ha s been 
ma de. 
The sulfona mide drugs do not 
a ppea r to be of a ny va lue in the 
condition; a lthough I ha ve no doubt 
tha t if y ou get influenza y ou will 
a lso get a sulfona mide drug, a nd 
to tell the truth, it proba bly will 
not do y ou a ny ha rm.

ANOTHER w inter visitor in the 
form of epidemic illness is influ­ 
enza, or la grippe. We hear a re­ 
port that an epidemic of influenza 
during the fall and winter months 
of 1940 and 1941 affected almost 
every section of the United States. 
The sharp rise in the incidence 
of this discase was recorded in 
California during November and a 
big increase in the number of cases

was reported from the Pacific and 
Mountain regions of the United 
States and Canada for the week 
ending in December. The regions 
of the southeast had a maximum of 
cases about January lith and in 
the North Central regions. South 
and E ast Central, in Canada, New 
England and the Middle Atlantic 
regions the highest incidence was 
reported during the week ending 
February 1st. 
Epidemic Disease 
This incidence, which is based on 
public health reports, would clear­ 
ly indicate an epidemic discase 
which began in one part of the 
country and spread gradually by 
contact over the entire continent 
in the course of about four months, 
We must recognize it therefore as 
a special epidemic disease; al­ 
though I am myself considerably 
puzzled to know just how to make 
the diagnosis of an influenza epi­ 
demic or pandemic. 
Influenza appears to be a disease 
which occurs in two forms. I had 
experience with the severe form 
which swept all over the world in 
1917 and 1918 and 1919. This was 
real influenza. The death rate was 
very high. In between these severe 
world-wide epidemics, the epidemi­ 
ologists tell us influenza appears 
in a milder form, such as the epi­ 
demic of last winter, in which ex­ 
cept for complications there was 
no death rate at all. 
Diagnosis 
I still have some doubts as to 
whether the sort of epidemic we 
had last winter or which we may 
have again this winter is influenza. 
So far as I can see, the diagnosis 
is made on the basis of the fact 
that a person has something th at 
is too severe to be a bad cold and 
not severe enough to be pneumonia. 
We are told that, in a carefully 
observed epidemic, influenza has an 
onset with a fever of IOO* to 102* 
F. Some tem peratures went as 


high as 101* F. The duration did 
not exceed four days. 
Headache, aching of the joints 
and the other characteristic symp­ 
toms of influenza were observed. 
Weakness was a common com­ 
plaint. About one-fifth of the cases 
were hospitalized. Complications 
developed in only about one per 
cent of the cases and usually con­ 
sisted in infections of the middle 
oar. 
The treatm ent of this form of in­ 
fluenza at present is largely the re­ 
lief of symptoms. In other words, 
no specific serum has been used in 
spite of many reports that the 
cause of influenza has been dis­ 
covered and an anti-toxin has been 
made 
The sulfonamide drugs do not 
appear to be of any value in the 
condition; although I have no doubt 
that if you get influenza you will 
also get a sulfonamide drug, and 
to tell the truth, it probably will 
not do you any harm. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Mrs. A. T .:—**!. Is it harm ful 
to take any of the various vitamin 
tablets without the consent of a 
physician? 
2. W hat causes the 
eyes to itch and burn after read­ 
ing? I have worn glasses without 
apparent result and a physician 
did not recommend them. Would it 
be a run-down condition? 3. W hat 
causes itching particularly of the 
back as soon as the cold weather 
begins, with no change in the 
dict?” 
Answer; 
There is apparently 
no harm in the use of vitamin tab­ 
lets, even in enormous quantities, 
except possibly Vitamin D. One 
of the reasons that vitamins have 
gotten such a hold on the public 
is th at they do no harm —whether 
or not they do any good. 
2. In ninety-nine cases out of 
one hundred itching of the eyes 
j is due to badly fitted glasses. I 
wquld advise you to go to an ocu­ 
list and be sure, to begin with, 
I that your eyes are all right. 
3. Itching of the skin that comes 
on in cold weather is usually due 
to too much soap and too many 
I baths. The skin needs time be­ 
tween baths in the winter time.

W ith every family, certain meat 


dishes are special favorites.

matter how many times they may 


appear on the menu, they are sure 


of a welcome.

comae, the au dit of th eir retu rns 
discloses mo t of th#*** errors, bu t 
not all of th em, th at are du e to 
negligence or lark of u nderstand­ 
ing of th e income-tax law and re­ 
gu lations. 
Care is taken in drafting th e in­ 
stru ct .ans for filling ou t the forms 
to m ake th em simple and easily 
u nderstood. 
The tax pay er shou ld 
stu dy these 
instru ctions 
before 
m aking ou t his or h er retu rn. 
The head of a family , ag defined 
by th e income-tax 
regu lations, is 
an indiv idu al who actu ally su p­ 
ports and m aintains in one hou se­ 
hold one or more indiv idu als who 
are closely connected to him by

adoption, and

'n ils show'* itself in the m atter of 
personal exemptions. 
Too many 
taxpayers do not understand who 
ii ie Tai Iv the head of a fam ily, or 


what is a dependent. 
As a conse­ 
quence, they overpay the Govern­ 
ment by not claim ing their prop­ 
er exem ptions and credits. 
Of 
routse, the audit of their returns 
discloses m ost of these errors, but 
not all of them, that are due to 
negligence or lack of understand­ 
ing of the income-tax law and re­ 
gulations. 
Care is taken in drafting the in­ 
structions for filling out the form s 
to make them simple and easily 
understood. 
The taxpayer should 
study these 
instructions 
before 
m aking out his or her return. 
The head of a fam ily, as defined 
by the income-tax 
regulations, is 
an individual who actually sup­ 
port* and m aintains in one house­ 
hold one or more individuals who 
are closely connected to him by 
blood relationship, relationship by 
m arriage 
or 
by 
adoption, and 
whose right to exercise fam ily con­ 
trol and provide for these depen­ 
dent individuals 
is 
based upon 
some m oral or legal obligation. Aa 
such, he or she is entitled to a 
personal exemption of $1,500. 
A credit of 1400 is allowed for 
each dependent. 
A dependent is 
one under 18 y ear* of age, or one 
who is physically or m entally de­ 
fective and Incapable of self-sup- 
. port. 
He need not live with nor 
be related to the taxpayer. 
If husband and wife contribute to 
the support of a 
dependent, the 
$400 credit m ay be taken by the one 
contributing the chief support, god 
it m ay not 
be 
divided between 
them. 
Likew ise, if two members 
of a fam ily contribute to the sup­ 
port of a dependent, the one who 
contributes more than one-half of 
the support may claim the credit. 
Both the 
personal 
exemption 
and the credit for dependents m ust i 
be prorated when the statu s of the 
taxpayer changed during the year, J 
except where the taxpayer is eli­ 
gible and elects to determine his 
tax at the optional rates with the 
use of the sim plified Form 1040A. 
If a taxpayer occupies the sta t­ 
us of the head of a fam ily solely 
by reason of the existence of one 
or more dependents for whom he 
would otherwise be entitled to the 
credit of $400. the credit of $400 
in respect of one of such depend­ 
ents is not allowable. For exam ple 
a widower who occupies the statu s 
of a head of a fam ily solely by 
reason of the fact that he is m ain­ 
taining a home for two dependent 
children under lh years of age is 
entitled to the credit of $400 al­ 
lowed for one such dependent, and 
the credit for the other dependent 
is not allowable.

sued circular instructions to the 
German Army and th#* Nazi P arty 
silencing all outspoken criticism, 
although 
that couldn’t 
entirely 
shut off the beer hall storm and 
fury sweeping over the land. 
All the sugar-coating spread on 
the Russian snatch of the Baltics 
couldn't lay low the popular in­ 
dignation, and 
th at murmuring 
tide 
reached alm ost 
dangerous 
proportions when Stalin attacked 
Finland. That was a country p a r­ 
ticularly close to German hearts, 
and Finnish and German officers 
had fought side by side for the 
same cause in the troubled days 
of World W ar I when Finland 
broke away from Mother Russia 
J to 
resume an ancient 
indepen­ 
dence. 
Hitler Ordered Silence 
Nevertheless, H itler command­ 
ed silence on the subject in G er­ 
m any and in the press conference 
at the Foreign Office, where Fin­ 
nish journalist* asked nasty ques­ 
tion* along w ith other Scandina­ 
vians, youthful Paul Schmidt as 
Ribbentrop's mouthpiece delivered 
himself one day of a pompous ora­ 
tion: 
"We Nazis of our lelMMisrauni 
principles fully understand the 
case of Russia, land-bound all 
around 
and with 
one of 
its 
largest rifles open to easy at­ 
tack 
from the Finnish 
Gulf.” 
Herr Schmidt said in referring 
to Leningrad. 
“If Russia feel* herself men­ 
aced at a vital point of entry, 
then it Is hut natural that she 
should 
find ways and 
means 
of 
guarding herself. We 
are 
neutral bystanders and clo not 
see reason to interfere or Inter­ 
cede lf Russia considers It vital 
to her security to have control 
over all points leading Into and 
out of the Finnish Gulf." 
That, in a nutshell, was the of­ 
ficial policy of the Reich toward 
the 1910 w ar in Finland. But ev­ 
ery 
Russian defeat or 
setback 
started off the popping of a inu­ 


tile GPU and silence cloaked all 
else. 
In Russia, as is now' clear, they 
showed 
Lindbergh on his 
1938 
visit there all of ordinary interest 
but nothing of vital importance I 
which could serve as a guidelight 
to the real airpower in hand. 
Stalin sent the Red Army into 
his chare of Poland with a wink 
and gave careful instructions—as 
German and Finnish officers since 
heard from Soviet officer taken 
prisoners—to 
use only raw 
re­ 
cruits with secondary equipment. 
In Finland, during 1940, reserve 
troops of 
secondary 
units gath­ 
ered together from everywhere in­ 
side Russia were thrown into the 
battle, supported only by tanks 
and guns taken from stock in the 
arsenals. 
A few 
of the 
newer 
types later were tested out, as has 
now* become known. It was all 
part of the Stalin game, for the 
vast space of Russia easily swal­ 
lowed the real Red Army and Air 
Force.

“Each farm in Pickaway County 
has its own food production goal, 
and each farm er is expected to 
reach th at goal without aeriously 
dislocating the 
resources a t his 
disposal," Farm Defense Chairm an 
John G. Beggs declared Tuesday. 
The 
defense 
board 
chairm an 
warned farm ers against going wild 
in their attem pt to reach produc­ 
tion goals. 
Any undue expansion 
of productive facilities, including 
equipment, 
land 
and 
capital. 
Chairman Beggs cautioned, will be 
built on tem porary conditions, and 
farm ers who plunge into reckless 
expansion are courting post-w ar 
disaster. 
Chairman Beggs said he believ­ 
ed the vast bulk of farm ers in the 
county were happy despite prob­ 
lems which arise from the Food- 


for-Freedom production schedule. 
For the first time in years, the 
farm m arket today is expanding In 
many directions, both at home and 
abroad. 
Farm prices, meanwhile, 
are hovering around parity level,
